Club Women Hear of 
Legislation— 

Representation at the annual 
convention of the California Fed¬ 
eration of Women's Clubs will be 
governed by the size of the club, 
on a ratio of one tlelegate for 
every fifty members, providing the 
proposed amendment is passed at 
the state convention at San Diego 
from May to May 12, according to 
Mrs. Fletcher White, president of 
the local club. 

Mrs. White, with her alternate, 
Mrs. Walter Poehler, and the other 
delegates. Miss Clara Sykes and 
Mr.s. Carol King, with alternates, 
Mrs. John Osgood and Mrs. Nes¬ 
tor A. Young, attended the dis¬ 
trict convention in Hollywood last 
week, and were impressed with 
the efficient work of the state 
president, Mrs. W. W. Green. 

.Mrs. Green explained the pro- 
pose<l amemiment in regaril to the 
representation as follows: Clubs 
having a membership of fifty or 
less shall be represented at the 
annual convention by the presi¬ 
dent or alternate. Clubs having a 
membership of more than fifty 
shall be represented by an addi¬ 
tional delegate for each fifty or 
majority fraction thereof, up to 
1000. No club shall have repre- 
.sentation nor pay dues for more 
than 1000 members. 

Under the present by-laws, clubs 
with seventy-five members or less 
are entitled to 100 more delegates 
:han the clubs of greater mem¬ 
bership, although the latter group 
has more than three thimes the 
membership of the first group. 
This is on a ratio of one delegate 
to 19 members in the smaller 
clubs, and one delegate to sixty- 
nine members in the larger group. 

Under the new amendment the 
rroup of larger clubs, which rep¬ 
resents 49,869 of the feileration 
women of the .state, will have 519 
more delegates than the group of 
.smaller clubs to which 15,499 j 
members belong. The ratio is

Tuberculosis Eiisily Cured If 
Patient Is Given Proper 
Care in Time 


“In the prevention of tubercu¬ 
losis, the ‘contact’ child is the 
most serious problem we have to 
face in Los Ans:eles County. Tu¬ 
berculosis is not inherited but ac¬ 
quired through contact with some 
person having it,” state's Miss 
Lecile Jones, executive sc'cretary 
of the Los Angeles County Public 
Health Association. 

“This problem of the contact 
child arises from the continual 
influx of a great number of health 
seekers from other sections of the 
country, many already beyond the 
early stages of the disease when 
they arrive,” Miss Jones points 
out. 

“Some of these persons may be 
employed in your home, assist in 
taking care of your children for 
the afternoon or evening. 

“While tuberculosis is not in¬ 
herited, children, especially babies? 
are particularly liable to infec¬ 
tion from contact with consump¬ 
tive persons. Such childhood in¬ 
fections may not produce imme¬ 
diate di-sease and may remain in¬ 
active for years, until the boy or 
girl, weakened by some childhood 
illness such as measles, or bad en- 
environment, over-work or study, 
loses the normal resisting power 
and the latent germs become ac¬ 
tive with a resultant breakdown 
from tuberculosis. 

“Safeguard the health of your 
children,” Miss Jones urges, "and 
since it is impossible to always 
know to what contact with infec¬ 
tious disease a child may from 
time to time be inadvertently ex¬ 
posed, have it e.xamined periodic¬ 
ally by a competent physician or 
at a good clinic. 

“It is of the utmost importance 
to keep the child’s body always 
strong and resistant ami to teach 
him personal hygiene and health 
habits that carry him safely on 
thru adult life. It is with this 
aim in view that the tuberculosis 
committee of the Los Angeles 
County Health Association, in co¬ 
operation with the county health 
department sponsors the summer 
health schools held in various dis¬ 
tricts in the county. There will 
be twenty such schols conducted 
during July and .August where 
physically below par children and 
their parents will be given health 
training. The children eligible to 
these .schols are those chosen 
after a physical' examination by 
the child-welfare physician of the 
county health department as in 
need of building up resistance. 

“Have the children examineii 
now so that you may know their 
needs in time when prevention and 
cure are readily obtainable. 

“No chronic disease is more 
easily curable than tuberculosis, if 
it is discovered in time,” Miss 
Jones assures.
